A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1 , 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR § 1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing . 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: We discussed the declaration filed 3/15/2005. The examiners 
postion is that the declaration is insufficient to overcome the rejection because the experimental results provided in the 
declaration were not equivalent to the examples of Butler. For example, Sample C in the declaration does not 
correspond to the Component 23648 in Table 8C. The resins, amounts of the materials and processing steps taught in 
the the declaration do not correspond to the experiment taught in Table 8C 23648. It appears that the applicant has 
provided the same amounts of materials used in applicant's examples of Samples A and B and further added 
components taught in Table 8C 23648. This is not a proper comparison. Further, Butler teaches a means for 
processing the materials that provides a homogeneous mixture for molding (Column 4, lines 20-50 and cols. 25-26.) 
The mixture eliminates phase separation, cracking and inconsistencies in conductivity (col. 3, lines 35-45.) The 
processing step includes the heating of the materials. The examiner also notes that the examples of Tables 9-12 are 
considered to be the most pertinent embodiments of the invention as they achieve the desired characteristics of 
Butler's invention.. 
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
